At a meeting of the General 
Committee of St. Joseph's College 
Foundation last week it was de- 
cided to break ground for the new 
college on City avenue, Wynnefield, 
next fall, on a date to be selected 
later by the Rev. Albert G. Brown, 
S. J., president of the college. 

A Building Committee was ap- 
pointed to carry the plans of the 
General Committee into execution. 

It is now nearing the end of the 
second year since the $1,000,000 
drive was started for the new col- 
lege, to be erected on a 23-acre site 
at Fifty-fourth street and City Line. 
The drive resulted in getting more 
than $100,000 above the million, but 
considerable of it was in pledges 
which gave the contributors from 
one to five years to pay the whole, 
amount. 

The entire amount has not yet 
been paid anywhere near in full, 
but enough has been realized, it 
was said, to warrant a start on the 
first building, which will be the 
school of arts, or the college build- 
ing proper. Hand in hand with the 
erection. of this building will go the 
erection of the athletic field and 
stadium, and it is planned to have 
the latter finished first, with a capa- 
city of probably 75,000. 

The athletic grounds will be avail- 
able, in fact, for baseball, football, 
etc., next summer and fall, even be- 
fore ground is broken for the col- 
lege building. The stadium will be 
erected on that part of the tract 
which is a natural bowl. 

After the college building is com- 
pleted the faculty building will be 
started, and then the chapel and 
gymnasium. The latter, it is said, 
will be one of the finest in the coun- 
try. Then, in order, will follow 
the erection of the scientific build- 
ing, library, law school, engineering 
school, school of finance and ad- 
ministration building. 

Teaching will begin as soon as 
the college building is completed, 
because the faculty can be housed in 
the present quarters of the college 
at Eighteenth and Thompson 
streets. It is anticipated that the 
college will be ready for classes 
when the term begins in October, 
1926.

Welfare Meeting a 
Huge Success 

Legion and Auxiliary in 
Joint Session 



The joint meeting of the Harold 
D. Speakman Post, American 
Region, and the Legion Auxiliary

The two principal speakers 
were Mrs. William H. Rothrock, 
Vice President of the Legion Aux- 
iliary of the State, and Miss Ken- 
nedy, Superintendent of Welfare 
work at Hospital No. 49, Twenty- 
fourth and Gray's Ferry avenue, 
Philadelphia, Pa. 

Mrs. Rothrock gave some start- 
ling facts regarding the wonderful 
work the Auxiliary has been able 
to accomplish, in spite of the lim- 
ited finances available. 

They have gladdened the heart 
of many of the "boys" at Oteen, 
N. C, by their timely gifts of 
clothing and money. 

Last Christmas they sent every 
boy there a box containing many 
useful articles, supplied by the va- 
rious units of the Auxiliary 
throughout the State. 

Miss Donnelly gave a clear, 
concise statement of facts as they 
exist in the Government Hospitals 
today. Perhaps the most startling 
fact was that the Government does 
hospitalize all veterans of any war, 
but that it does not supply cloth- 
ing for any of these veterans. Some 
of the men, of course, receive 
compensation, but in the last 
. month 69 new mental cases have 
been admitted at Gray's Ferry ave- 
nue, none of whom have any 
compensation whatever. This 
presents a very difficult problem, 
as the Welfare workers try to 
treat all patients alike, as any 
partiality shown causes discontent 
among the patients. 

After listening to such stirring 
talk everyone felt a deeper respon- 
sibility to the disabled veterans. 
Inasmuch as the Legion of Nar- 
berth has pledged 35 per cent, of 
all income to be used in Welfare 
work among the disabled veterans, 
the best way for the good people 
of Narberth to show their appre- 
ciation of our efforts to help the 
disabled is to support the Legion 
show on April 24 and 25.

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REAL CONSERVATION 

During the last 15 years practi- 
cally all the larger chestnut trees in 
Southern Pennsylvania have been 
killed by the chestnut blight. With 
the utilization of all the chestnut 
trees of commercial size for staves, 
lath and lumber, there have resulted 
many big sawdust piles. These saw- 
dust piles contain enormous quanti- 
ties of wood substance that were 
formerly burned of left to rot. 

This enormous wastage of wood 
substance was called to the attention 
of Professor T- T. Auten, of the 
State Forest School, at Mt. Alto, 
who, with the students in organic 
chemistry, began to develop means 
of using the sawdust. As a result 
of their investigations they have 
made a considerable number of com- 
mercial chemical products from the 
sawdust. The products that have 
already been made are a sweeping 
compound, tannin, nitro cellulose, 
artificial silk, celluloid, collodion, 
acetate acid, acetone, methyl alcohol, 
chloralhydrate and isopropyl alco- 
hol. All these products are now 
on exhibition at the State Forest 
School at Mt. Alto. 

Dr. E. A. Ziegler, director of the 
State Forest School, says that as a 
result of chemical experiments, "It 
may be possible to develop methods 
of putting to practical commercial 
use the enormous quantities of saw- 
dust waste that is annually lost. We 
are just entering an era of more in- 
tensive utilization of all forest prod- 
ucts. Too much wood substance is 
now being wasted. Each year the 
work of the organic chemist is play- 
ing a more important role in forest 
conservation problems." 



NORRISTOWN CONSIDERS 

FORMING NEW LEAGUE 

Says Suburban Rivals Are Too Easy 

for Them. 
Norristown High, dissatisfied with 
the quality of competition which its 
athletic teams is getting in the Sub- 
urban School League, and disgrun- 
tled at the treatment which its claims 
to football championships have been 
accorded in the past, is considering 
withdrawing from the Suburban 
League to form a new league with 
Bethlehem. Reading and Allentown 
high schools. 

The movement was started two 
weeks ago, when Bethlehem High 
withdrew from the Lehigh Valley 
League and started negotiations 
with Norristown anent formation of 
a new league. No action has yet 
been taken by Norristown on the 
proposal, and none is likely until the 
beginning of the next school year 

If the "colyum" chatter of Norris- 
town sports writers can be taken as 
an indication of Norristown High's 
feelings in the matter, the county 
seat school seems to feel that the 
quality of competition which it is 
getting in the Suburban League is 
far below grade and is hardly 
enough to give its wonder teams 
even a good work-out. The reason- 
ing by which the Norristowners 
arrive at this modest conclusion 
makes interesting reading to stu- 
dents of Lower Merion, Radnor and 
other high schools which are mem- 
bers of the Suburban League. 

Discussing the proposed new 
league, Randolph Wright, Jr., one 
of the county seat sports pages 
scribes, says: 

"The action was caused by the 
flat refusal of the Bethlehem author- 
ities to again enter the Lehigh Valley 
League because of the disgraceful 
manner in which their basketball 
team was treated at Slatington re- 
cently. 

"Norristown High supporters who 
have felt the lack of competition in 
the Suburban League will welcome 
the proposal, and Principal Taylor 
himself is strongly in favor of the 
move. 

"The proposal of the Bethlehem 
representative at the meeting of the 
P. I. A, A. district committee, pre- 



sided over by Mr. Taylor at the 
Liberty High School, Bethlehem, 
last week, for the formation of a 
new league fell like a bombshell in 
the meeting. After discussion by the 
representatives of the schools asked 
to join, all expressed themselves as 
being heartily in favor of the move. 
Mr. Taylor was representing Nor- 
ristown, William Sherker, Reading; 
R. T. Alan, Allentown, and L. W. 
Stone, Easton. 

"Search for a sixth team strong 
enough to enter competition with the 
imposing array of five of the strong- 
est schools in Pennsylvania is now 
under way, and it is likely that 
another of the coal region teams will 
be chosen. 

"The whole thing was started 
when the Bethlehem representative 
announced that he would never 
again enter his teams in the Lehigh 
Valley League because of the trou- 
ble which the cage team had at 
Slatington on Saturday last, when 
one of the Red and Blue was 
knocked unconscious by a spectator, 
and Referee 'Doggy' Gulian was 
threatened with chastisement should 
Bethlehem win. 

"Easton is reported to have had 
similar trouble at Catasauqua, and 
both teams refuse to play at either 
of those places in the coming P. I. 
A. A. basketball tourney. 

"The formation of a league with 
Bethlehem, Reading, Allentown, 
Easton and Norristown, the cream 
of eastern Penn scholastic circles, 
would surely find favor among Nor- 
ristown fans. 

"Such a circuit had for a long 
time been the hopes of Harold Zim- 
merman when he was here as ath- 
letic director, but lack of funds in 
the A. A. to provide for long and 
frequent trips made the plan impos- 
sible. Now, however, with what is 
probably the second wealthiest A. A. 
in the State. Norristown High could 
enter into such proposition without 
the least fear of draining their ath- 
letic treasury. 

"That the league would be the 
fastest in the State there can be no 
doubt. All of the proposed member 
schools, with the exception of Eas- 
ton. are well known here and have 
met Norristown in all branches of 
athletic competition. Easton also 
has an enviable reputation both on 
the gridiron and in the cage, and is

News of the antics of the paja- 
ma-clad habitues of the Lido in 
Venice and other resorts having 
reached Atlantic City, Mayor Ba- 
der and Director Cuthbert, both 
of whom have been very generous 
with resort visitors in the matter 
of dress, were asked for opinions 
on the new fad and whether pa- 
jamas would be permitted here 
when the season opens. 

"I don't think so," said the 
Mayor. "No, we couldn't allow 
anything like that." 

Director Cuthbert would not 
say positively what his move 
would be in case pajamas made 
their appearance on the beach, re- 
marking that he would have to 
think it over, but he intimated that 
he was opposed to them. 

"I don't approve very much of 
the styles they have now," he said. 
"I like the old-fashioned type of 
girl ; one that does not paint her 
face and rouge her lips ; one that is 
sensible in dress. I can't say off- 
hand what I would do in case pa- 
jamas make their appearance in 
public here, but I don't think they 
are the proper things to wear on 
the beach and Boardwalk."

I RAP COMPULSORY 

MOTOR INSURANCE 

Would Penalize Millions for Reckless 
Few, Companies Assert. 

Compulsory automobile liability 
insurance would not of itself re- 
duce accidents, but would tend to 
increase them. It would burden 
and penalize motorists because of 
the faults of a few and benefit only 
a small proportion of the injured. 
It would increase the cost of insur- 
ance. Efforts should be concen- 
trated upon accident prevention. 

These are findings of the Com- 
mittee of Nine on Financial Re- 
sponsibility for Automobile Acci- 
dents, appointed by insurance men 
in December, in view of proposed 
legislation for compulsory insur- 
ance. Summed up, their opinion 
is that the people would be taxed 
millions of dollars a year to satisfy 
a few judgments, and that sweep- 
ing insurance would increase reck- 
lessness. 

Compulsory automobile liability 
insurance has been much under 
discussion locally since it was re- 
ported at Harrisburg that a Legis- 
lative Commission was preparing 
to sponsor a law providing this in 
Pennsylvania. Last month the 
Bala-Cynwyd Neighborhood Club 
voted against blanket indorsement 
of this kind of insurance. 

"The evil is not that certain in- 
dividuals may not be idemnified 
for injuries suffered through the 
faults of others, but is that because 
of reckless and negligent operation 
of motor vehicles upon our high- 
ways and the disregard of laws 
many individuals are injured,' it 
is stated in the report. 

"If the evil is remedied — that is, 
if motor vehicle accidents are re- 
duced in number — then the minor 
result of this evil will be reduced 
in at least the same proportion and 
it will be reduced in a way of ut- 
most value ; for the saving of life 
and limb will be substituted for 
the palliative of assured indem- 
nity. 

"Prevention of accidents, there- 
fore, must be the real objective, 
and as to this we stand squarely 
on the platform of the National 
Conference on Street and High- 
way Safety, presided over by Sec- 
retary of Commerce Herbert Hoo- 
ver, which put to one side com- 
pulsory insurance or security and 
emphasized the ways and means 
for prevention." 

It is stated in the report that 
the ratio of injuries to the number 
of automobiles is steadily decreas- 
ing. 

The committee was composed 
of Edson S. Lott, president, 
United States Casualty Company, 
chairman ; James W. Henry, presi- 
dent, National Association of Cas- 
ualty and Surety Agents; Austin 
J. Lilly, general counsel, Mary- 
land Casualty Company ; Manton 
Maverick, vice president, Conti- 
nental Casualty Company ; Thom- 
as C. Moffatt, president, National 
Association of Insurance Agents ; 
A. Duncan Reid, president, Globe 
indemnity Company ; C. H. Rem- 
ington, vice president, Aetna Life 
Insurance Company; Edward C. 
Stone, associate general manager, 
Employers' Liability Assurance 
Corporation, and William Bro- 
smith, vice president, Travelers' 
Insurance Company.

Mrs. Albert R. Gray Explains Lower 
Merlon Companies. 

(From paper read at Bryn Mawr 
[Woman's Club.) 
The "Fire Department" of Low- 
er Merion township is composed 
of the Bryn Mawr Fire Company, 
the Merion P'ire Company (of 
Ardmore), the Union Fire Com- 
pany (of Bala-Cynwyd), and Ash- 
land Heights. All are volunteer 
companies. t 

Two qualifications for admis- 
sion to the department are estab- 
lished. The fire company must 
have real and personal property to 
the value of $10,000, and must 
have been organized for at least 
two years. 

The chief must serve without 
pay. The quality of fire protec- 
tion of the township depends on : 
First, the equipment and efficiency 
of the volunteer companies. Sec- 
ond, The township administrative 
control over companies especially 
in securing co-operation and en- 
forcing discipline. Third, Water 
supply. Fourth, Conditions of 
highways affecting response to an 
alarm. The Bala-Cynwyd as well 
as the Bryn Mawr Fire Company 
is equipped with three pieces of 
motor apparatus, with full acces- 
sories, which would be the envy of 
any city department. 

The chairman of the police and 
fire company is directed to inspect 
the fire house and apparatus of 
each company in the department 
once every three months, and rec- 
ommend to a company any change 
or improvement deemed advanta- 
geous for the support of the fire- 
righting service. The Township 
Commissioners make an annual 
appropriation to each company in 
the township of $2500, except Ash- 
land, which receives $700. Hy- 
drant service is provided by rental 
from the Springfield Water Com- 
pany. 

There are approximately 200 
plugs which cost the township 
$60 per annum each. The placing 
of fire plugs is determined by vote 
of police and fire committee upon 
recommendation of chief of police.

But at Same Time Should Hindeiv 
Citizens Least Possible. 

"Every modern quarantine must 
be arranged to give the greatest^ 
protection to the community and; 
to interfere as little as possible 
with the earning capacity of the 
householder," says Dr. J. Moore 
Campbell, director of the Bureau 
of Communicable Diseases, State 
Health Department, in discussing 
this important restriction in its 
present phases. 

"Constantly increasing knowl- 
edge about the causes and manner 
of the spread of communicable dis- 
eases has modified and is modify- 
ing not only the length and type 
of quarantine imposed, but the 
whole procedure of communicable 
disease control," Dr. Campbell de- 
clared. 

"It is a long step from the blind 
efforts of ancient, times to the pre- 
sent day quarantines. Perhaps in 
all respects these are not yet 
wholly scientific. To the unin- 
formed they may appear still to be 
about as arbitrary as they ever 
could have been. 

"Two factors determine the du- 
ration of quarantine — first the 
length of time the patient will re- 
main infectious, and, second, the 
length of time necessary to show 
whether others in the family will 
develop the disease. 

"The last named interval has 
been pretty well established by ob- 
servation for all the diseases re- • 
quiring quarantine. In diphtheria 
and scarlet fever it is short — three 
or four days on an average; in 
measles and chickenpox much 
longer — perhaps as much as two 
weeks, and in mupms as long as 
three weeks. 

"The length of the infections 
period is somewhat the reverse, 
that is, cases of diphtheria and 
scarlet fever remain infectious for 
three weeks and even longer, while 
in measles, chickenpox and mumps 
the patient has ceased to be infec- 
tious by the time he is entirely 
well, or in measles, perhaps, even 
before that time. With these facts 
in mind the quarantine periods 
have been worked out and all are 
fixed at the least number of days 
which will fill both requirements."

BRINGS WATER TO HOME 



LEAGUE HEAD ATTACKS 
TAX COLLECTOR'S LOBBY 



Methods of Present Day Companies 
Differ Greatly From Older Ones. 

The average citizen who draws 
a glass of water through the 
spigot and drinks it, only knows 
that the water is there on tap, day 
and night, that it is fresh and cool 
and free from impurities. Aside 
from knowing that he can refresh 
himself at a moment's notice with- 
out any trouble or preliminaries 
he has no other concern. Water 
is just water to him and he turns 
his attention to more pressing 
business. 

But behind that one glass of 
water is maintained a iar-reaching 
organization, says the Springfield 
Consolidated Water Company, 
with great 'dams, hundreds of 
miles of transmissions and dis- 
tribution mains laboratories, filter 
plants, pumping stations, execu- 
tive headquarters, delicate ma- 
chinery, all bound together into 
organizations that makes that one 
glass of water possible. 

In the olden days a water com- 
pany simply impounded the water 
and sent it out through the pipes 
for distribution. It is a far reach 
from the impounding of water and 
the old methods, to the present 
complexity of the modern water 
company. 

Nowadays the complete owner- 
ship of .land used for watersheds 
is the rule of good business. When 
ownership is the case proper pro- 
tection for the public and the com- 
pany is thus assured. Thousands 
and tens of thousands of dollars 
are invested by modern water 
companies in land that is valuable 
only as water reserves and which 
can serve no other purpose. 

The distribution of water is but 
one part of the operation of a big 
company. Before the water goes 
to the public it is carefully filtered 
then sterilzed by chlorine ma- 
chines, a requirement of the State 
Board of Health. Every drop that 
goes through the hundreds o. 
miles of pipe must be absolutely 
pure, for the water company real- 
izes as no other concern does that 
it has in its keeping the health oi 
tens of thousands of human 
beings. 

Nowadays impure water served 
by big companies is practically un- 
heard of. This is due to the etern- 
al vigilance of the water company 
engineers and the chemists who 
analvze and test unceasingly. 
Their reports as to water stand- 
ards are made out in triplicate and 
over them keeping eternal vigil- 
ance is the State Department of 
Health. 

Water is the one essential of 
health and life itself. Man can 
subsist for quite a while without 
food. He can live without electric 
lights, but he must have water or 
die. 

Without water there would i..e 
no electricity or gas; no electric 
railways. One is inclined to di- 
vide power into water, steam, 
electricity, etc. All these powers 
would not exist were it not for 
water. 

Deprive a great city of water 
and chaos is the result. Within 
a short space of time that city 
would go back to medieval ages. 
Lights "go out, citizens are de- 
prived of water for drinking and 
household purposes ; manufac- 
tures close, electric lines cease to 
run. Fires starting will rage un- 
disturbed with -no way of quench- 
ing them. Continue the shortage 
for onlv a period of clays and the 
weak and infirm will die unless 
thev receive water from outside 
sources. In the hospitals water is 
absolutely necessary. With no 
water the' appalling loss of life can 
be imagined. If the reader thinks 
this 'ucture overdrawn let his 
mind dwell on the recent Japanese 
earthquake. 

The shock of the quakes witn 
the resultant loss of life and the 
destruction of property were as 
nothing to the horror that follow- 
ed the breaking and ripping apart 
of the water mains. Fire-fighters 
and volunteers stood by helpless 
as the consuming flames marched 
over a great section of the city 
with nothing to stop them The 
fire had to burn itself out and the 
loss of life and property which 
might have been prevented had 
there been water was great. 



Answers Four Major Objections to 
Ludlow Bill. 



An answer to each of the four 
major objections which have been 
urged against the Ludlow bill for 
the revision of county tax laws, is 
contained in a statement mailed to 
leading men and women of the 
Commonwealth by Mrs. John O. 
Miller, chairman of the Pennsyl- 
vania League of Women Voters. 

Mrs. Miller, as head of the 
League, is fighting for the enact- 
ment of the Ludlow bill into law, 
to the end that taxpayers may be 
saved annually between $3,000,- 
000 and $4,000,000 now paid out 
in exorbitant fees to tax collectors. 
She is combating the efforts of the 
Tax Collectors' Lobby to continue 
their raid on taxpayers. The 
League's State chairman points 
out that where the objections have 
not been inspired by the Tax Col- 
lectors' Lobby, for the purpose of 
hiding their rich profits, they are 
based" on a misunderstanding of 
the provisions of the Ludlow bill. 
In her statement, Mrs. John O. 
Miller, said: 

"The drive in the interest of the 
enactment of the Ludlow bill for 
the fairer assessment and more 
economical collection of county 
taxes has developed the opposi- 
tion to the bill and provides this 
opportunity for meeting the ob- 
jections which have been raised. 
It appears to be generally true that 
where this opposition is not based 
on a selfish interest in the exorbi- 
tant fees charged by tax collectors, 
that it is based on a misunder- 
standing of the provisions of the 
bill. Some of this misunderstand- 
ing is purposely fostered by tax- 
collectors, who are resorting to 
every devious device to protect 
their rich fees. They are paid, in 
most instances, many times in ex- 
cess of the value of the services 
rendered. 

First: It is charged that the 
Ludlow bill would result in a con- 
centration of the receipts from 
taxes in the county seat and that 
the governing bodies which must 
spend the funds, will not be able 
to get at the funds, perhaps for a 
year. Of course, it is ridiculous 
to suppose that funds raised by 
taxes are to be prevented from get- 
ting into the hands of the proper 
spending agencies. Taxes a~e 
gathered to support Government ; 
not to be hidden away somewhere. 
Now as to the alleged concentra- 
tion of funds : The bill specifically 
forbids this and makes it a crimi- 
nal offense to cause such concen- 
tration. The Ludlow bill provides 
that "the county tax collector shall 
make monthly returns in writing 
to the Board "of County Commis- 
sioners and to the corporate au- 
thorities of the several cities, bor- 
oughs, towns, townships, school 
and poor districts, showing the 
amount of taxes collected during 
the preceding month and the 
amount of uncollected taxes upon 
the duplicate. He shall at the 
time pay over to the treasurer of 
the county and to the treasurers 
of the various districts, the full 
amounts so collected. Any county 
tax collector failing to make any 
monthly payment as herein re- 
quired shall he guilty of •>_ mis- 
demeanor aii''' "iinii conviction 
thereof shall be sentenced to pay a 
fine not exceeding $500. 

The money, instead of being 
concentrated, will be no more con- 



centrated than it is at present ; the 
money will be paid as promptly as 
possible to the treasurers of the 
local districts. 

Second: It is argued that the 
Ludlow bill does not meet local 
conditions. As a mater of fact, 
the Ludlow bill provides that the 
county tax collector has authority 
to appoint any bank or trust com- 
pany as deputy county tax collec- 
tor for the purpose of receiving 
and receipting for taxes paid to it 
at its place of business. This also 
provides against concentration of 
funds. Again the bill provides 
that the county tax collector may 
use his clerks as deputy tax col- 
lectors and these deputies may be 
assigned to sit, receive and receipt 
for taxes in any municipal district 
of the county. In any municipal 
district where there is no bank, 
the county collector or one of his 
deputies shall sit to receive 
payment of taxes at least two days 
prior to the time when a penalty 
will attach to any installment of 
taxes. Public notice of the time 
and place of attendance of such 
deputy must be advertised in the 
newspapers. Or the taxpayer may 
pay his taxes by money order or 
check. Thus the bill is fully 
adapted to local conditions; tax 
collection methods and necessary 
tax collectors are not abolished. 
Only the excessive fee system is 
abolished and a plan provided 
which gets the same and better re- 
sults for less cost. Under this sys- 
tem, which Williamsport is using 
voluntarily, the cost of collection 
has been cut from $10,750 to 
$4300, a saving to taxpayers in 
that single instance of $6450. 

Third: It is alleged that under 
the Ludlow bill, the Board of 
County Assessors would be domi- 
nated by the County Commission- 
ers and that the political power of 
the latter would be enhanced. As 
a matter of fact, the County As- 
sessors would be elected by the 
people in the counties of the sec- 
ond, third, fourth, fifth and sixth 
classes. Only in the very small 
counties, of* the seventh and 
eight classes, the County Commis- 
sioners would act as the Board of 
County Assessors. 

Fourth: It is alleged that the 
bill would take away home rule. 
This is utterly false in every re- 
spect. It is a specious argument 
used to divert attention from the 
real merit of the bill. As a matter 
of fact, the bill does not touch the 
method of levying taxes. The tax 
rate would continue to be fixed by 
the local, home rule unit, it is un- 
disputed that home rule control of 
the tax rate is genuine home rule. 
For the tax rate, the millage, con- 
trols the size of the tax bill. Once 
the assessments are on a fair, 
square and equal basis, the tax- 
paver can centre attention on the 
tax rate or millage. The taxpayer 
can thus see that those who will 
make millage just and honest are 
elected in the local elections. No 
matter what the assessment is, the 
taxpayers' bill is determined by 
the millage and that matter is left, 
as it is now, to the local, home rule 
authorities. If the millage is too 
high, plenty of candidates for local 
offices will arise who will stand 
for proper local economy. 

There is no real or sound argu- 
ment against the Ludlow bill. It 
stands "for genuine economy and 
efficiency in the county and local 
districts" where it is often badly 
needed. It makes for less expen- 
i sive home rule. The Tax Collec- 



tors' Lobby want to make home 
rule even more expensive than it 
is now. Those who oppose this 
bill oppose the best interest of the 
taxpayer and the local district. 
Those who oppose it are vainly at- 
tempting to halt the march of 
economy. Economy is in the air ; 
it will not be put off by greed. For 
years, the huge salaries, legalized 
graft, it has been called, or to use 
the phrase of President Coolidge, 
'legalized larceny,' have not been 
generally known ! Taxpayers were 
allowed to have only a vague idea 
of the big fees gathered in by tax 
collectors. The people now know 
the fact and they will not tolerate 



efforts to befog the issue !"

TO STOP BREATHING 

Frank Lloyd, director-producer 
of "The Sea Hawk," from Rafael 
Sabatini's colorful adventure nov- 
el of that title, which will be 
shown at the Ardmore Theatre, 
beginning Wednesday, April 1, 
and continuing through Saturday, 
was confronted during the making 
of the photoplay with a condition 
where the breath of his actors in- 
terfered with the realism of the 
film. 

Mr. Lloyd was filming night 
scenes aboard the big Moorish six- 
teenth century galley off Catalina 
Island. Temperature off that is- 
land can get uncomfortably cold, 
and on this particular occasion the 
breath of Milton Sills, who acts 
the stellar role, that of Sakr-el- 
Bahr, the Englishman who turns

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MORE FUNDS-MORE BOOKS 

Valuable Reference Books Added to 
the Library Collection. 

The Christmas tree fund of 
more than $140, which was so 
spontaneously contributed by 
friends of the Community Library, 
is making possible the purchase of 
standard works and reference 
books which have long been need- 
ed, while current revenues from 
rentals continue to provide new 
fiction. The two-volumed supple 
ment of the "New International 
Encyclopedia" has just been ac- 
quired. The possession of avail 
able funds enabled the Library to 
take advantage of Dodd, Meade & 
Co.'s pre-publication price of 
$14.50. 

For Children. 

These two volumes cover events 
and new discoveries from the year 
1914 to date and provide an en- 
tirely adequate supplement for any 
encyclopedia which was publish- 
ed ten years ago. The Library 
has several such encyclopedias and 
believes that the two new volumes 
will fill an important need until 
the time comes when the complete 
set of the latest edition of the 
"New International" can be 
bought. 

The same fund has also pro- 
vided for the purchase of more 
than fifty new volumes for the 
children's department. Practically 
all of these volumes are listed as 
required reading for school chil- 
dren and the Library was glad to 
be able to buy them from the 
Hunting collection of re-sewed 
books for libraries. The Hunting 
books are well known to all pro- 
fessional librarians because of 
their increased durability which 
prolongs the life of each volume 
in much greater proportion than 
the extra original charge made by 
Mr. Hunting over the publisher's 
price. 

Another interesting reference 
book, recently sent to the Library 
free of charge by the State is "The 
Pennsylvania State Manual" for 
the years 1923-24. This directory 
of the State government has been 
published since 1866 and was well 
known as "Smull's Manual." The 
present volume marks the transfer 
of the publication of this book 
from private to public control. The 
copyright was purchased by the 
State under an Act of the 1923 
Assembly. 

The "State Manual" contains 
the rules of the general assembly, 
a legislative and State government 
directory, the Constitution of the 
United States and of Pennsylva- 
nia, lists of State and county of- 
ficers, including biographical 
sketches of the Pennsylvania 
United States Senators, Congress- 
men and of important State of- 
ficers. It also contains the elec- 
tion laws of the State and many 
valuable statistics of population 
and area by counties. It indicates 
that the population of Narberth 
was 3704 at the time of the 1920 
census.

POLICE PENSION FUND 



Prominent Citizens Among Officers 
and Directors. 

After more than a year of prepa- 
ration the Police Pension Fund of 
Lower Merion is now functioning 
as a permanent organization. The 
Pension Fund is being supported by 
voluntary contributions from the 
citizens of the township and from 
dues of the policemen, which are 
$2 a month, starting with this 
month. 

According to the laws policemen 
must serve 20 or more years and 
not under 50 years of age, and in 
such cases must be physically unfit 
for duty; 60 years of age will en- 
title a man for pension, providing 
he has served more than 20 years 
on the force. Wives and children 
in case of death of the policemen 
will not exceed more than $50 a 
month. Parents the same if police- 
man is unmarried. 

The officers and directors of the 
organization are as follows: R. I. 
Hamilton, president ; Captain James 
I. Donaghy, vice president; David 
S. Ludlum, vice president ; Evan L. 
James, secretary and treasurer. 
Trustees, R. J. Hamilton, appointed 
by the court; David S. Ludlum, ap- 
pointed by Board of Township 
Commissioners; Franklin D'Olier, 
appointed by members of the police 
force. Directors, James I. Donaghy, 
Sergeant William F. Wintz, Patrol- 
man Charles E. Girvin, Patrolman 
Elmer Robb, Samuel Rea, Fletcher 
Stites and the board of trustees.
